I told hin I didn't want to jeopardize ny six 
years irgrade as a Technical Sergeant by fighting with a Private. Hs said 
that I Was yellow if I didn*t cama outside and fight. I had sat back down 
in my seat when the MP*s cama. We went to the MP shack and I told then 
what happened. : . ,

‘outsides, The MP*s came in and we all went to the MP station.

reazon to do so. Later, TSgt RODRIGUEZ was relieved fram the crew to 
becene NCOIC of opsraticns.

I hed instructed TSzt, RODRIGUEZ to kcep en eye on tho eceused to 
soe that ho vas dcing a proper job.

Tne only conplaint I 
renombter roceiving directly fron the accused vas one tine when he ws 
denied overnight liberty. I.triod genorally to arbitrate disputes betwsen 
ersonnel rather than to transfer people fraa one crew to another. This is 
vnet was done in the cese of the accused. After tho talx I had with tho 
accused about five wasks ego, I cautioned TSzt RODRIGUEZ to do nothing which 


might be construed as picking on the accused,
